“structure” of the community and 
lists the “industrial area,” along 
the Santa Fe tracks, the central 
business district, the “wash” north- 
east of the city, and the residential 
areas, 

“Through planning in advance it 
should be possible to encourage the 
building up of the areas already 
served with water, sewer, street, 
pavements, schools and other facil- 
ities in contrast to encouraging ex-

“Structure of the community is 
necessarily based not only upon the 
unifying factors which have been 
discussed, but also upon the de- 
visive factors which set off one 
unit from another.

Does Crime Pay in 
Summertime? City 
Fines in'Big Drop 

Perhaps crime does not pay in 
summer time. Perhaps robbing 
and burglarizing is just too much 
work in hot weather. 

In any event “business” at the 
city police court has taken a 
“dive” and the city’s income from 
fines has dropped 200 per cent 
since May. 

Judge Mildred R. Puckett in 
her monthly report reveals that 
fines collected in July amounted 
to only $651. Of that, $496 was 
for traffic violations and only 

$55 for other offenses. 

June collecticns were even 
lower, $569. But, in May, the 
judge assessed fines totaling 
$1688 and the monthly average 
the 1944-45 fiscal year was In 
excess of $1000.
